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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because; The arguments presented in the Response to 
Final Office Action have been carefully reviewed but fail to be persuasive because the gist of applicant's arguments against the obvious 
rejection is primarily based on the manufacturing differences between the at least one contact aperture in the doped glass of Blalock et 
al. with Lur and that of the instant invention. However, this is not an issue with respect to the claimed invention. This is because the 
invention, as set forth in the claims, is clearly directed to an apparatus. Nowhere do the limitations of the claims define the process in 
which the instant invention is to be manufactured. Thus, such arguments clearly fail to distinguish the "claimed invention" from the 
disclosure of Blalock et al. with Lur. Furthermore, since a combined structure of Blalock et al. and Lur discloses all of the claimed 
limitation as set forth in the rejected claims (see details in the paragraph four of the Final rejection that mailed on 11/1/04), the rejection 
is maintained. 
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
